Scorus a great Nicromancer, his title was

glaſſe: his brethrea divell inltaly, 
 _* Dayid 
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David Bruſſius ſacceeded his father inthe gg, 
yeare of the World, 5 309. in the yeare of 
Chriſt, 1330. after the raigne, 1660, A good 
Prince,tubjetto much affliction in his youth 
hee being 7. yeares of age, the Earle of Mur- wy 
rey , Thomas Ranaall, a ſevere Iuſticiar, 
and a verie valiant man, was continued Go- 
vernour: for hee ruled all Scotland the laſt 
foure yearcs of King Roberts raigne, vnder 
whoſe government, the Realme ot Scotland 
fAourithcd in wealth and riches:(tor the ruſh 

| buſh keeped the kow.) King Edward of Eng 
land advertiſed heerof, envying the proſpey 
rous eſtate of the Scots, he thought good ta 
| attempt that by ſleight, which hee could 
not doe by force; and finding a Monke fit tor 
this purpofe, who did promiſe to poylon the 
aforefaid Governour , the Monke fayned 
himfelfe to bee a Phyſicioner, and to cure 
the Stone and Gravyell, (wherewiththe Go- 
vernour was fore vexcd) and being 1n credit 
with the Earle, at laſt hee poyloned him; 
how bei, at the firſt it tooke nocftet. The 
Monke returning to.-King Edward, ſhewed 
him how hee had poyſoned the Governour: 
who immediatly rayſing a great Army, 
came to the Borders: the Earle advertiſed 
hereof, rayſed a great power; and thoug) he 
was 
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' washot ableto ride nor goe,” he was carried 
ina Licter. King Edward hearing that the 
Earle was in perſon there ( contrary. to his 
expectation) ſenuta Herauld to the Earle to 
intreat for a counterfeit peace: the Gover- 
nour finding himſelfe verie weake, and hea- 
ring.ofthe Heraulds comming, arrayed hims 
ſelfe in ſumptuous apparrell, thadye might 
appeare he was rather recovered,therrether- 
wiſe weake and feeble, and giving a ſharpe 
|  andboldanſwere to the Herauld, —_ 
' him alfo his coſtly apparrell. King Eawarg 
'-  expeed the returning ofthe Herauld, who 
. reporting that the Governour was in health, 
returned and dimitted his Army, and cauſed 
the Monketo bee burar, for deceiving of his 
Prince, The Governour returning home, 
deceaſed at Mufſelborow, and was buried 
at Dumfermling, eAme, 1331, Aſter his 
death, Patricke Earle of March, and David 
Earle of Matre were choſen Governours, 
Eaward Balioll, affilted by King Edward, 
and by many Scottiſhmen fugitives in Eng- 
land, (promiſed to hold the. Crowne of the 
aid King Edward) entred Scotland by ſea, 
accompanied with the Lord Stafford, and 
divers other Captaines« Notwithſtanding 
the contraGt of marriage; paſt betwixt King 
S 7 David | 
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Dad and King Edward; Siſter. The Earles 
of Marre and Match, Governours, rayled 
two mighty Armes to reſiſt the Balzoll; 
the Balzoll came neere the water of Erne, 8& 
the Earle of Marre incamped within| ſight 
of the Engliſh Army; and ſeeing their ſmall 
number, did take ſmall regardof himſelte; 
the Balioll in the night paſiced the water of 
Erne,and having intelligence of the foord, by 
a ſtake ſet vp ot purpole, he entred the/Earle 
of Marres Campe;, and killed him in his bed, 
with many other Nobles,and eſpecially Ro- 
bert Bruce Earle of Carrick, Alexander Fra- 
ſer, Knight, Villiam Hay, Conſtable of Scot- 
land, with all his Linage,ſo wholly, that had 
not his wife beene great bellyed, and aftcr- 
ward delivered of aſonne, all his ſurname 
had beene vtterly extinguiſhed: alfo Robert 
Keith Marſhall, with ſundric other Noble- 
men andC ommons,and many other were ta- 
ken, The Bal:oll paſt immediatly and befieg- 


. edPerth, and quickly entred 1tby force. The 


Earle of March the other Governour, being 
iacampcd at Ochterarder, and hearing of 
the death oftheEarle of Marre and the wine 
ning of the Towne of Perth, came with his 
Army and beſieged the faid towne,and filled

Edwards Baliolus, fonne to Tohn Balioll 
aſſiſted by King Edward the third, vſurped

I 662. The King being in Perth, the parties 
that favoured King David Bruce , beſic- 


_ ged him: wherevpon, the Lord Maxwell, 


with them of Galloway, invaded the Lands 
of them that did beſicge the Balzol!; where- 
fore Earle Patricke, the new Earle of Mur- 
rey, with the Lord e Andrew Aturrey, and 
Lord Archh5ald Dowglaſſe, entered Gallo- 
way, and deſtroyed all the Conntrie with 
fire and ſword. The King Balzoll fortifyed 
the towne of Perth,and-2ppoynted the Earle

Thcie 
two Governours, hcaring that the King of 
England was intended to invade Scotland 
witha great Army, ſcnt Sir eAlexander Sey- 
ton to Barwicke, with other Geatlcmen, for 
defence thcreol: The new Governour, n= 
drew Murrey, ina$kirmiſh which hce made 
at the Bridge of Rocksborough, purſuing 
over ſharply inthe chaſc, wasincloſcd & ta- 
ken erc he could be reſcued. At the ſarnetime 
William Dowglaſſe, Lord of Liddcidale, na- 
med for his mayzhood, 'The Flowre of Chi- 
valrie, ſonne to Sir James Dowglaſſe, oft be- 
fore meutioned, fought with theEngliſhmen 
in Annandale, where himſelfe was taken,and 
his people diſcomfited. Both theſe Noble- 
men, thus taken priſoners, were detayned 
long in captiviticy and then ranſomed fora 
great 
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great ſumme of gold, The Realme being 
thus divided, the one part aſſilting the Ba. 
tioll, the other aſſilting King David, King 
EdWard ot England judging it a fit time for 
him to makea tull conquelt of Scogtdnd,ray- 
fed a mighty Army,both of Engliſhmen and 
Ktrangers. The Scottiſh Nobles ſent the 
Earle of Murrey into. France to King Da- 
14d, to purchaſe aide ofthe French King: in 
the meane rime, the King of England beſies 
gcd Barwicke, which was mightily defen- 
ded by the Scots: at which time, eArch- 
bald Dowglaſſe was choſen Governour in 
the place of eAndrew Marrey, who raiſing 
4 mighty Army, paſt tothe borders of Eng- 
tand, fo to withdraw King Edward from the 
ſiege of Barwicke. King EdWard adverti- 
ted heerot, ſent a Meſſenger to eAlexander 
Seyton, Captaine of the towne to delives

(Marre excepted, who dyed in his bed) pit- 
tifully taken away by vntimely ends: worthy 
were they offarre better, but the times were 
ſo tempeſtuous, and feads and faRtions ſo 
great, that hardly could a well skilled Pilote 
guide himſelfe to his knowne Port; neither 
was there wanting in the helme-men, or Pi- 
lots at the {tirrage, skill, courage,conltancie, 
prudencie, providence, wiſedome, and fore- 
caſt, how tocſhew rockes, ſands, and clitts: 
but ſuch were the gults of adverſitie, and 
flawnes of hard fortoun , and the turbulen- 
lencie and barbaritie of the vntamed multi- 
tude, ſtriving for prioritie and ſupertoritie, 
that if the Almighty had notat hand planted 
and propagated this {mall branch, in time to 
ſpread the telfe over the whole Iland, and to 
yu ſhelter to the weak vnder his boughes 
rom Saint Barian to Duncanſbay, and from 
the river of Dee tothe river of Tarre.

pleaſe. Hee was chriſtned at Strivsling the 
18. of September, 1566, by the name of

England was Godmother by her Ambaſla- 
dour, the Earle of Bedford, who preſented a 
fount of gold weying 3 33. vnces. Hee was 
proclaimed by an Herauld-of Armes, James 
by the grace of GOD, Baron of Ardmanoch 
and Ranfrow, Lord ofthe Iles, Earle of Car- 
rick, Duke of Rothſay, Prince of Scotland:

His coro- 
ed by Iohn Knox, The Earle of CMarray 27990, 
was made Regent; the Biſhop of Aberdeene 
proceededto the Coronation. The Earle of 
CMortoan and Hume gaue oath for the King, 
that hee: ſhould raigae in faith and feare of 
GOD, in maintainiog the true Religion then 
preached in Scotland. Hee was auoynted 
and had the royal! Robe put on him, the 
Crowneon his head ahi Scepter in his hang, 
and the Sword by his ſyde,and toeveric one 
of theſe were patticulare prayers made 1n the 
Scottiſh tongue.”

They ſecth their fleſh in the tripe, or elie in 
the sKkinne of the beaſts, filling the ſame ful of 
watcr.

Their 
drinke is the broth of ſodden fleſh. They 
loue very well the drinke made of whey, and 
kept certaine yeares, drinking the ſame at 
feaſts: it is vamed of them B/andinm, The 
moſt partofthem drioke water. Their cul- 
' tome 1s to make their bread of Oates and 
Barly, ( whichare the onely kindgoſgraine 
that grow in thoſe parts:) Experience (with 
time) hath taught them to make it in ſuch 
ſort, that it is not vnpleaſant to eate, They 
take alitrle of itin the morning, and ſo paſ- 
 Gug to the hunting, or any other buſineſſe, 
cconrent themſelvestherewith, without any 
other kind of meat till evening. 

They dclight to weare marled clothes, ſpe- 
cially, that haue long ſtripes of ſundry co- 
_ loures: they loue chiefly purple and blew.

In their houſes alſo,they ly 
vpon the ground, laying betwixt them and it 
Brakens or Hadder,the roots'therof downes 
and the tops vp,ſo prettily laid together,that 
they are as ſoft as feather-beds, and much 
more wholeſome: for the tops themſelves 
aredry ofnature,wherby they dry the weake 
humours,& reſtore againe the ſtrength ofthe 
ſinewes troubled before ,and that ſo evident- 
ly, that they, who at evening goetoreſt ſore 
and wearie,riſe in the morning wholeand a- 
ble. As none of theſe people doe care for tea» 
ther-beds 'and bedding, ſo take they great 
pleaſurein rudenefle and hardneſſe. If for their 
owne commodity, or vpon neceſsitie, they 
travell to any other countrie, they reje& the 
fcather-bedsand bedding of their Hoſt: they 
wrap themſelves in their owne plaids, fota- 
king their reſt, carefull, indeed, leſt that bar- 
barous delicacy of the maine land (as they 
terme it) corrupt their naturall and countrie 
hardneſſe, j | 
Their Armour, wherewith they cover 
their

their bodyes in time of warre, is an Yron 
Bonnet, and an Habbergion, ſide, almoſt e- 
ven to their heeles. Their weapons againſt 
their enemies, are bowes and arrows. The 
arrows are for the moſt part hooked, with a 
barble on eyrher ſide, which once enrered 
within the body, cannot bee drawne foorth 
agaiae, vnlefſe the wound bee made wider. 
Some of them fight with broad ſwords and 
Axes. In place of a Drum, they vie a Bag- 
pipe. They delight much in mulick, but chief-, 
ly1a Harpes and Clairſhoes of their owne 
faſhion, The ſtrings of the Clairſchoes are 
made of brafle wyre, and the ſtrings of the 
Harps, of finews: which ſtrings they ſtrike 
eyther with their nayles, growing long, or 
elſe with an inſtrument appoynted for that 
yſc. They take great pleaſure to deck their 
Harps and Clairſchoes with filver aud pres 
_ Clous ſtones; and poore ones, that cannot at=- 
taine heerevnto, decke them with Chriſtall, 
They ſivg verſes prettily compounded, con- 
tayning (for the moſt part) prayſes of vali» 
ant men. There is not almoſt any other 
argument, wherof their Rimes in« 
ercat. They ſpeake the anciz 
ent language, altered 
a lirtle.

Loch-aber, Marre, and Badzenoch, where is 


ſundry times ſecne 1500. red Deere, being Wid 


hunted all together.. Theſe wild Horſes are 
not gotten but by great ſlight and policie: 
for in the Winter ſcaſon the inhabitants 
turne certaine tame Horſes and | Mares as 
mongſt them, wherewith in rhe end they 
grow ſo familiar, that they afterward goe 
with them to and fro; and finally home into 
their Maſters yardes, where they bee taken 
and ſoone broken to their hands, the ow- 
ners obtaining great profit thereby. The

Foxes do much milchiefc in all ſteads,chiefly ,... - 


in the mountaines, where they bee, hardly 
hunted; howbeit Art hath deviſed a meane 
to prevent their malice, and to preſerue the 
Poultry in ſome part: andeſpecially in Glen= 
moores every houſe nouriſhes a young Foxe 
and then killing the fame, they mixethe fleſh 
thercof amonglt ſuch meate as they giue vos

to the Fowles,andother little beaſtiall: And 
by this meanes, fo many Fowles or Cattell 
as cate hereof, are ſafely preſerved from the 
dangcrot the Foxe, by the ſpace of almoſt 2. 
moneths after,ſo that they may wander whi- 
ther they wil.; for the Foxes ſmclling the 
fichh of their fellowes,yet in their crops, will 
inno wayes meddic withthem, but eſchew 
and know ſuch a one, aithough it were a- 
mong a hundred ot others. in Scotlandare 
Dogs of marvey!ous condition,abouethe na- 
care of other Dogs. The firſt is, a Hound of 
great ſ\wiftncſe,hardines, and ſtrength, wat, 
and cruell vpon ail wilde beaſts, and eger a 
gainſt Thieues, that offer their maſters any 
violence.

Of Fowles, ſuch as (I meane ) line by 
prey, thereareſundrie forts in Scotland, as 
Eagles, Falcons, Goſhawks, Sparhawkes, 


there is ſo great ſtore, that the report thereof 

may ſceme to exceed all credit, There are 0+ 

ther kinds of Fowles, the like are rare to bee / "oo 
ſcene,as the Capetcaily,greater in body then Capercail 
the Raven, living onelie by the rindes and 

barks of trees. There are alſo many Moore Meorc- 
Cockes and Hennes, which abaining from Cocky 
corne, doe feede onely ypon Hadder crops. 

Theſe cwo are verie delicate in cating: the 
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third is reddiſh, blacke of colour, in quantity 
compared to the Pheſant, and no lcfle deli- 
Cious in taſte and favour at the table, called, 
The blacke or wilde Cocks. 

Salmond is more plentifull in Scotland, 
then in any other Regionofthe world:in Har 
velt time they come {romthe ſeas, vp in {mal 


. rivers, where the waters are moſt ſhallow, 
+ aad there the Male and Female, rubbing their 
| bellies,or wombs,one againſt the ocher,they 
\ ſhed their Spawne, which foorthwith they 
cover with fand and gravell,and fo depart a- 


way: from hence foorth they are -gaunt and 
ſlender, and in apearance {olcane, appearing 
nought elſe but skin and bone:and therefore 
out of v{e and ſeaſon to bee eaten. Some lay, 
if they rouchany their full fcllowes, during 
the time of their leannes,rhe ſame fide which 
they touched willikewiſe become leane. The 
foreſaid ſpawne and mclt,being hidden in the

doth yecld great number oflittle fry, ſo neſh 
and tender for a long time;that till they come

 Mongſt many commodities, that 

Z Scotland hath common with other 
SS Nations, it 1s bcautified with ſome 
rare gitts in it ſelfe« wonderfull to conſider 


as for example, In Orknay the Ewes are of 


ſuch foecundity,that at everic lambing time, 
they produce at leaſt two & ordinarly three. 
There bee neither yvenemous nor ravenous 
beaſts bred there, nor doe liue there, al- 
though they were tranſported thither, 

In Schetland, the 1les called Thzlze, at the 
entering ofthe Sun in Cancer,the ſpace of 20 
dayes, thereappeare no night at all. Among 
the Rocks grow the deleable Lambre, cal- 
| led Swuccinars, with great reſort of the Mer- 
trick, for coſtly furrings.In the weſt & north» 
weſt of Scotland, there is a great repay ring 
ofthe Erne, of a marvelous natuic, the peo- 
ple arc yery curious to catch him, and _ 
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The wonder full things 
* his wings, that hee fly not: hee is of a hudge 
quantity,and a ravenous kind,as the Hawks, 
and the ſame qualitie: they doegiue him ſuch 
fort of meat, in great quantity at once, that 
hee lives contented therewith 14. I6.0r 20. 
daycs, and ſome ofthem a moneth; their ſca- 
thers are good for garniſhing ofarrowes, for 
they receiue no rainenor water, but remaine 
' | alwayes ofadurable eſtate, & vncorruptible: 
'the people doe vic them cither when they be 
a hunting, or at warres. In the moſt of the ri- 
versin Scotland, beſide the marvelous plenary 
. of Salmond and other fiſhesgotten there, is 
a Shell iſh, called, The Horſe-muſſ:ll, of a 
great quantity: whereinare ingendred innu- 
merable faire 3 beautifall, and deleRable 
Pearles, convenient for the pleaſure ofman, 

and profitable for the vie of Phiſicke: and\ 
ſome of them ſo faire and poliſhed, that they 
may bee cquall ro any Orientall Pearles. 
And generally,by the providence of Almighs 
ty God, when dearth and ſcarcity of victuals 
are in the land, then the fithes are moſt plen- 
 tifully taken for the ſupport of the people.
